OIL PRODUCTION 

Th people of Canada produce five 
times ,the amount of wheat consumed, 
10 times the amount of mewsprini 
and 20 times the amount of non fer- 
zinc, lead 
and nickel, However, only about 15 
percent of the oil used is produced in 
Canada. For this reason efforts are 
being made to locate new sources of 
supply. Turner Valley oil fields pro- 
duced 1,600,000 barrels less in 1945 
than in 19438. The newer oil fields, 
Princess, Conrad Lloydminister and 
Vermillion produced about 170,000 
barrels. Intensive research is being 
made hoping to find another Turner 
Valley, 

The hope is that the oi] in the tar 
sands in the north can be com- 
mercially extracted. The Dominion 
government spent about a million 
dollars in constructing a pilot plant 
at Fort McMiurray and in various in- 
vestigations. ‘A disastrous fire 
destro the plunt. 

Lately, a new method of extract- 
ing the oil from the tar sands haa 
been worked out and the only ques- 
tion left is “will the price ba too 
high?” : 

The government of Alberta is 
spending a quarter of a million to 
find the answer. Officers hope the 
plant will be in operation by the fall 
of 1946 if labor and supplies can be 
procured, Even if the cost goes up to 
half a million it looks like a good 
venture because if it proves to he 
possible to recover this oil at a price 
about the same as the price of oil 
from other sources there will realiy 
be no limit to the development of the 
vast field by private capital. 

Alberta possesses natural gas and 
untold quantities of bituminous coal, 
The difficulty is that the cost of pro- 
ducing synthetic oil frm these pro- 
ducts is out of al] proportion to that 
of the natural product. Germany re- 
sorted to coal hydro generation in her 
desperate need and Mereased her pro- 
duction from 16 to 50 million barrels 
annually but at prohibitive cost. 
Should some new and cheaper 
method be devised for producing oil 
synthetically, Alberta would gain 
greatly on accqunt of possessing such 
vast resources of coal and natural 
gas.

PICAO is considered to be one of the most important of the international | 
organizations and it is a tribute to Canada that aviation leaders from the 
twenty-seven member states represented should select this country for the 
site of its permanent headquarters. On air maps showing the northern 
hemisphere’ Canada appears to be in the centre, rather than at the top 
of the world, and many important air routes lie across Canadian skies. 
As a country which will undoubtedly play a leading part in the future 
development of aviation, Canada has been deeply. interested in the Lia Sota 


ization of PICAO, whose work is concerned with establishing an inter- 


national air technical code and other related matters.

EROSION PROBLEMS 
Building Along Coast Of Britain 
Undermined By The Sea 
Along the east coast and in Wales, 
the people talk of ‘wanishing Bri- 

tain’—vanishing into the sea, 

Erosion is a growing problem, ac- 
centuated by six years of war that 
saw sea-walls crumble from want of 
repair and deep gashes cut by the 
waves in areas where protection 
could not be provided for.’want of 
labor and materials. : 

Now so much work must be done 
that municipalities contend they 
cannot finance it. Meetings are be- 
ing held to urge the national gov- 
ernment to accept responsibility. 

Pleasant coastal villages are wait- 
ing to be swallowed up, gradually, 
without hope. Substantial buildings, 
undermined by the sea, are doomed. 

On the East Norfolk coast, facing 
the North Sea, the broken sections 
of a thick flint wall are half-buried 
in the sand below high-water mark, 
it igs the top of a church’s tower— 
last vestige of a sizeable village. 

At Caister, north of Yarmouth, 
pillboxes built for defence during 
the .war have been toppled over. In 
1942 the sea advanced 100 yards in 
six months. It still is advancing 10 
feet a year. 

A massive concrete sea-wall at 
Lowestoft, built some years ago, fell 
recently to east coast storms and 
now is undermined and useless, At 
Mundesley, Norfolk, a new cliff fall 
tumbled hotel outbuildings to the 
sands; and at Overstrand, near 
Cromer, houses and a hotel soon will 
disappear. 

In the west, erosion is most serious 
in Wales, with most damage at Rhyl, 
Colwyn Bay and between Llanelly 
and Kidwelly River. The south coast, 
too, is losing ground, at points be- 
tween Bexhill and Eastbourne, New- 
haven and Brighten and Shoreham 
and Chichester. 

Adequate defence is estimated to 
cost £150,000 ($667,500) a mile on 
the worst stretches. Most small cen- 
tres argue they cannot possibly pro- 
vide the funds. 


Hope For Large Pack 


Canadians May Get Plenty Of 
Canned Salmon This Year 

Canadians will be able to enjoy 
nearly as much canned salmon from 
the 1946 pack as they did from pre- 
war packs, according to the grocery 
trade publication, Canadian Grocer. 
A report in a recent issue, says 500,- 
000 cases of the 1946 pack have been 
allotted the domestic market. This 
represents an increase of 66% per 
cent. over the amount Canadians got 
from last year’s pack,- when only 
800,000 cases were retained in this 
country for Canadian consumption. 
The year before it was 250,000 and in 
1943, 200,000 cases. 

Canadian Grocer points: out that 
this is a “cycle” year for sockeye— 
the choicest variety of all, Packers 
are hoping for an unusually large 
pack. this year, maybe 800,000 cases 
of this variety alone, while the total

None 
of it is near a railway or shipping 
facilities, But there are lands for a 
newcomer to the West available for 
homesteading that are up to the aver- 
age in fertility and which may, with- 
in a few years, be well served by rail- 
way lines.—Guelph Mercury.

Canada Now Shows A High Solvency 
In Business 

An all-time peak for business solv- 
ency in Canada was established in 
1945 with only 60 failures showing 
total liabilities of $1,960,000. These 
figures, from the records of Dun & 
Bradstreet, compare with a peak of 
3,695 failures in 1922 showing aggre- 
gate abilities of $78,069,000. 

If the history of failures following 
the First Great War provides a fore- 
cast of events to come, Canada is 
heading into a rising tide of failures 
that will reach its ebb only after the 
current up-surge of business en- 
thusiasm has een liquidated. 

There has been a rush in recent 
months into all kinds of business 
enterprises, chiefly by returned men, 
| powered by their war service savings 
}and government loans. Many of 
| these ‘new ventures will, it is pre- 
dicted, fall by the wayside but there 
is a feeling that the percentage of 
business wrecks will not approach the 
figures recorded in the post-war 
years of 1918-23. 

Not only are statistics dealing with 
supplies and markets now more 
|readily available but the disasters of 
| 25 years ago left a legacy of experi- 
ence that is likely to curb the 
| gambling factor. 

Failures came fast about’ three 
years after the end of the First Great 
War. The total for 1921 was 2,451 
and 1922 brought the record peak or 
3,695. Then followed a slow decline 
until the stock market crash in 1929 
and the depression that resulted.
